With hearty cheers for “Bobs,"’ Buller, 
jtchener, and ‘Fighting Mac” and sur- 
rounded by gorgeous decorations of the 
Stars and Stripes, intertwined with the

SOME OF ROYAL TASTE. 


The young empress of Russia, if she 
lived in America, would have been a 
leader of the suffrage movement. She 
believes that most, if not all, the great 
reforms which have taken place in the 
world have been brought about, if only 
indirectly, by women. 

Under her imperial patronage socie- 
ties for ‘the higher culture of women are 
not only growing daily more numerous 
in St. Petersburg, but they are rapidly 
spreading throughout Russia, 

Since her imperial majesty has be- 
come s0 much interested in women's 
work and clubs the czar has’ ordered 
that full reports of all such meetings 
shall be prepared for the perusal of the 
empress. 

One of the czar's secretaries attends 
all women’s meetings in the capacity 
of reporter and writes down every word 
in shorthand, so that, should the czar- | 
ina desire it, a full account can at once 
be produced for her inspection. ; 

Her majesty is something’of an anglo- 
maniac; she has ordained that present- 
ations shall be made in the English 
fashion, the sovereign offering her hand 
to be kissed and not shaken, as was the 
custom of the dowager empress, 

Margherita, queen of Italy, although 
not ostensibly in favor of equal suf- 
frage, does all .she can to encourage 
women’s work. The gold medals recent- 
ly presented to her ladies-in-waiting, 
who have completed 30 years of service, 
were designed by a woman.

HELD UP AN ELEVATED TRAIN,

the town hall. lt had been generally un- 
derstood that the affair would be 
Strictly private, no wne but parties 
closely concerned being admitted, but 
through the courtesy of the selectmen, 
a-few others, mostly reporters, were 
granted permission of hearing the evi- 
aence. 

William J. Bradley of Lawrence rep- 
resentea Gordon as counsel, while tne 
plaintiff was unrepresented, except by 
her husband, Mr. Creamer. After the 
reading of the charges by Selectman 
Marsh, they were denied in toto by the 
accused. Mrs. Creamer was then sworn 
and proceeded to give her testimony 
which was as follows; __. ; 

She claimed that on Sept. 26, '99, Mr. 
Gordon came to her house, relative to 
some loam which it was alleged that 
her husband had taken from a Mrs, 
Booth. This vis.t resulted in the arrest 
of Creamer, She went on to say that the 
night Creamer was arrested Mr, Gor- 
don came to take her to the, station 
house, having been so requested: by her 
husband. At this time, she alleged, that 
he put his arm around her and forced 
money into her hand. Like actions, she 
claimed, took place on subsequent oc- 
casions, in one instance there being an 
attempt at kissing her. 

Here Counsel Bradley moved the ex- 
clusion from the room of ail witnesses 
except the one under examination. Af- 
ter the testimony of Mrs, Creamer, 
which brought out nothing beyond the 
charge that Gordon had attempted te 
squeeze and kiss her and on One occa- 
sion had offered her money, Julian Mc- 
Kay gave testimony relative to a con- 


Julia Kennedy, who had come from 
Lawrence, to live with her in her hus- 
band’s absence, told of having. seen 
Gordon at the house and what her sis- 
ter had said about Gordon’s 
her money. 

Then followed the testimony of the 
defence. Mr. Gordon told of his long 
service on the police department and of 
his acquaintance with —Creamer_—since 
the latter first came to town, He told 
of Creamer’s arrest on Sept. 26, because 
of the loam trouble with Mrs. Booth, 
On this occasion he went on to say 
“Mrs Creamer opened the window and 
said her husband was not at home. On 
being admitted I saw his hat on the 
table which she claimed to be an old 
one. Finally found him and arrested 
him. In the night he wanted to have 
her come to the station and I went 
for her and she came as requested. I 
took her by the arm to assist her in 
walking. The day of Creamer’s trial I 
saw him in Boston; he wanted money 
from his wife’s mother for bail and a 
lawyer. I advised them not to furnish 
any. At request of Julian McKay gave 
Mrs. Creamer 50 cents on one occasion 
to buy food with. Spoke to the select- 
men about aiding her. Was requested 
to assit her in procuring a pardon for 
her husband but refused.” 

Brief testimony was given by Messrs. 
George Frederick, Officer McDermott, 
the Revs. Mr. Bailey and Wilkins and 
ex-Selectman Emerson. 

At the close of the hearing the ‘select- 
men held a meeting in their rooms at 
which Officer Gordon was fully exoner- 
ated of all charges made against him.
